fterling* formerly advanced to bis Majejly for the ufe of the pub- 
lick, together with the interefi thereof 

W E your Majefty*s moft dutiful and loyal fubje&s, the commons of Ireland 
in Parliament aflembled, having the deepeft fenfe of the many bleffings we 
enjoy under your Majefty’s moft glorious and aufpicious reign, and a 
delightful profpeft of a general peace, which is wholly owing (under God) to your

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confummate wifdom and unwearied endeavours forthe repofeand tranquility of* Europe* 
with all thankfulnefs and humility own your Majefty’s great goodiiefs towards us, 
and gratefully acknowledge your conftant care and tender concern for the fafety and 
welfare of this kingdom ; and being highly fenfible, that we cannot fecure that hap* 
pinefs and profperity owing to your Majefty Vgrekt care of usj or mfcre cffedhialijr 
contribute to the ftrengthning the proteftant intereft of this kingdom, than by 
making good the neceflary branches of your eftablilhment, and fecuring the re- 
payment of that debt, which your Majeft/s faithful commons contra&ed to enable 
your Majefty to put this kingdom into a pofture of defence, when a horrid and 
unnatural rebellion broke out againft your Majefty in Great Britain, have in the 
moft chearful manner unanimoufly given to your Majefty for the fupport of your

That the feveral &nd 
refpeSKve other additional rates, duties, and impofitions for and upon all fortd of 
wines and ftrong waters, and fpirits perfectly made, and upon all fpirits made and 
diftilled of wine imported into this kingdom, and likewife the further and other 
additional duties and ipipofitions on beer, ale, aqua vita y and ftrong waters, brewed, 
made, and diftilled in this kingdom, and upon brandy or fpirits above proof im- 
ported ihto this kingddm, granted to ydur Majefty from the twenty firft day of No- 
vember one thoufand feven hundred and feventeen, until the twenty firft day of 
November ohe thoufand feven hundred and nineteen inchifive, in and by one other 
hft parted in this kingdom Fn the fourth year of your Majefty’s reign, intituled. 
An aft for continuing to his Majejly an additional duty on dll wines and Jlrong waters y

waters , and fpirits perfectly made , and upon all fpirits made and diJiiUed of ,iuine 9 and

tional rates and duties upon all coffee, tea, chocolate, and cocoa-nuts, granted by 
the before mentioned aft palled the laft felfions of this prefent Parliament from the 
firft day of September one thoufand feven hundred and niheteen uhtil the twenty 
fifth day of December one thoufand feven hundred and turenty one inclufive, be 
further granted, continued, levied, raifed, and paid to your Majefty, your heirs and 
fuccefiors, from the faid twenty fifth day of December one thoufand feven hundred 
and twenty orte until the twenty fifth day of December one thoufand feven hundred 
and twenty three inclufive. . . . , . . k 

V. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That the faid additional 
rates hnd duties on coffee, tea, and chocolate, and cocoa-nuts, and all mpney arifing 
thereby, fhall be paid to the truftees appointed for the management of the hempen 
and flaxen manufactures bf this kingdom, to be by them applied to encourage and 
fupport the faid manufactures, and the trade thereof, in this kingdom,* 

VI. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That all and every the 
feveral and refpeftive additional duties, hereby continued and granted* Ihall be raifed* 
knfwered, collefted, and paid, unto your Majefty* youf heirs and fuccefiors, during 
the term aforefaid, at the fame time, and by the feme ways, means* and methods* 
and by fiich rules and directions* and under fuch penalties and forfeitures, and 
with filch powers, knd in fufch manner and form in all refpefts, as are prefcribed* 
inentioiied, and exprefled, in and by an aft made in. this kingdom in the fourteenth 

year of the reign of King Charles the fecond, intituled. An aft for the fettling 14811$ c 2 
bf the excife or new impojl upon his Majejiy , his heirs and fuccejfors , according to the 8 , . 
book of rates tbtrein inferted , or by any other law now in force relating to the 
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revenue or excife in this kingdom, as fully and efFeftually to all intents and pur- 
pofes as if the fame were particularly repeated and again enafted in the body of 
this prefent aft ; with like remedy of appeal to and for the party grieved, as in 
and by the faid a ft of excife is provided. 

VII. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That all and every 
perfon and perfons having upon the twenty fifth day of December one thoufand 
feven hundred and twenty one, or who lhall have at any time from the faid twenty 
fifth day of December one thoufand feven hundred and twenty one until the twenty 
fifth day of December, which lhall he in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven 
hundred and twenty three inclufive, any office, fallaries, profits of employments, fees, 
and penfions, upon the civil or military eftablilhments in this kingdom, lhall pay 
unto your Majefty, your heirs and fucceflors, the full fum of four lhillings Jlerling a 
year out of every twenty lhillings a year, which he, Ihe, or they, do or lhall re- 
ceive or be intituled unto by reafon of fuch office, fallaries, profits of employments, 
fees, and penfions, unlefs fuch perfon or perfons do and lhall live and aftually re- 
fide within this kingdom fix calendar months at leaft in each of the faid years 5 
which faid tax or duty of four lhillings Jlerling a year out of every twenty Ihil- 
lings a year as aforefaid lhall be flopped and dedufted yearly during the time 
and term aforefaid by the vice-treafurer, pay-mafter, and receiver-general of his 
Majefty’s revenues, and be accounted for to your Majefty, your heirs and fucceflors. 

VIII. Provided always, and it is hereby declared. That this aft lhall not ex- 
tend to charge the faid tax or duty of four lhillings Jlerling a ye*r on every twen- 
ty lhillings as aforefaid upon the falary, penfions, fees, or profits, payable to the 
lord lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the 
time being ; or the falaries, fees, penfion, pay, or profit of employment, payable to 
any perfon or perfons, who lhall by his or their offices and employments be ob-. 
figed to an immediate attendance upon the perfons of your facred Majefty, or their 
royal Highnefles the prince and princefs of Wales, or their ifliie, during their con- 
tinuance in fuch their offices and employments ; or to the pay of the officers of the 
army, or half-pay officers, upon the eftablilhment of this kingdomr 

IX. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid, That the fix pence 
per pound, and all other fees, which lhall or may be payable to the vice-treafurer, 
receiver, or pay-mafter-general of this kingdom, for, or on account of, or out of, 
the aids granted unto your Majefty this prefent feflion of Parliament, lhall be receiv- 
ed by the faid vice-treafurer, receiver, or pay-mafter general, for the ufe of your 
Majefty, your heirs and fucceflors, and duly accounted for by him or them to 
your Majefty, your heirs and fucceflors, as a further and additional aid hereby 
given and granted. 

X. And whereas your Majefty’s faithful commons in the firft feflion of this prefent 
Parliament, the better to enable your Majefty to provide for the defence and fecurity 
of this your kingdom, came to an unanimous refolution. That whatever fums of mo- 
ney fliould be advanced and paid into your Majefty’s treafury by any perfon or 
perfons at the inftances of their excellencies the then lords juftices, or other chief 
governour or governours of this kingdom for the time being, for the defence there- 
of, Ihould be made good with legal interell for the fame out of fuch aids, as Ihould 
be granted to your Majefty the then next feflion of Parliament : and whereas for the 
better fecuring of fuch fum or fums of money as Ihould be fo advanced, it is provided 
by an aft pafled in the faid firft feflion of this Parliament, intituled. An aft for conti- 
nuing to his Majejly the additional duty on beer , ale 9 Jlrong waters , tobacco , and other 
goods and merchandizes , that fuch fum or fums of money, as Ihould be fo advanced 
and paid into your Majefty’s treafury, Ihould be repaid unto fuch perfon or perfons, 
as Ihould lend or advance the fame, his or their executors, adminiftrators, or afligns* 
with legal intereft, out of the next aids to be granted by Parliament,, without any 
deduftion : and whereas the film of fifty thoufand pounds hath been advanced and 
paid into your Majefty’s treafury in purfuance of the laid refolution and aft of 
Parliament, which debt remains ftill due and unfatisfied : be it further enafted by

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the authority aforefaid, That fuch perfon or perfons, who have advanced of paid in- A. D. 
to your Majefties treafury any fum or funis of money, being part of the faid prin- 
cipal fum of fifty thoufand pounds, their executors, adminiftrators, or affigns, fhall 
have and receive, and be well and truly paid at the receipt of your Majefty’s Ex- 
chequer, by the hands of the vice-treafurer or pay-mafter-general, his of their de- 
puty or deputies, every fix months the legal intereft of the refpe&ive fum or fums of 
money, fo by them advanced, without fee or charge, and free fr6m all manner of 
dedilttions, defalcations, and abatements whatfoever, out of fuch your Majefties 
treafure or revenue as fhall come to his or their hands, until they are refpe&ively 
paid and fatisfied the refpedive principal fums, fo by them paid and advanced as 
aforefaid ; and if any part of the faid principal fum of fifty thoufand pounds fhall be 
due and unpaid on the twenty fifth day of December, which fhall be in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and twenty three, the fame fhall be Well and 
truly fatisfied and paid unto the feveral and refpe&ive perfons,* their executors, ad«< 
miniftrators, or affigns refpe£tively, to whom the fame fhall be then due, toge- 
ther with fuch legal intereft for the fame as fhall be then in arrear, without 
any dedu&ion, defalcation, or abatement, for or on account of pells, poundage* 
or other fees, charges, or deduftions whatfoever 

XI. And be it further ena&ed by the authority aforefaid, That the feveral fum* 
hereafter mentioned be paid out of the aforefaid additional duties and aids, granted ' 
and continued to your Majefty by this prefent a<ft, to the perfons hereafter mention-, 
cd : (that is to fay ) a fum not exceeding fifteen hundred pounds Jierling to the 
truftees of the linen manufa&ure, in order to build a proper ware-houfe as a 
repofitory for linen-man ufaftures expofed to fale ; and likewife the further fum of 
one thoufand and fixty pounds to be paid to the faid truftees, to difcharge a • 

debt contra&ed by them for the ufe of the publick, occafioned by the deficien- 
cy of the funds formerly granted for the fupport and encouragement of the linen 
manufa&ure ; and alfo the fum of three hundred pounds Jlerllng to Matthew Penne- 
father efquire, accomptant-general, as a reward for his expence and trouble in pre- 
paring and ftating the publick accounts of the nation laid before the houfe of 
oommons this prefent fefiion of Parliament ; alfo the fum of three hundred pounds 
Jierling to Bruen Worthington, and two hundred pounds Jierling to Ifaac Ambrofe, 
clerks of the houfe of commons ; and the further fum of two hundred pounds 
Jierling to the faid Bruen Worthington and Ifaac Ambrofe, as a recompence for 
their extraordinary expence in preparing copies of the publick accounts for the 
members of the houfe of commons; and alfo the fum of two hundred pounds ' 

Jierling to John Kerr, clerk affiftant ; three hundred pounds Jierling to Richard Povey, 
feijeant at arms for his attendance on the houfe of commons ; two hundred and fifty 
pounds Jierling to William Bayly and Henry Bulldey, the clerks attending the com* 
mittee of accounts and other committees, to be equally divided between them j 
eighty pounds Jierling to John Fieldhoufe and John Mulloy, door-keepers of the 
houfe of commons, to be equally divided between them ; which faid feveral fums 
are given to the faid feveral perfons as rewards for their faid feveral fervices, atten- 
dances, and expence, this feflion of Parliament ; and alfo the fum of nine hun- 
dred pounds Jierling to William Burgh efquire, late accomptant-general, as a re- 
ward for his expence and trouble in preparing and ftating the publick accounts 
of the nation, which were laid before the houfe of commons in the feffion of* 

Parliament, which wa? in the year one thoufand feven hundred and thirteen, and 
before the houfe of commons in the feveral feflions of Parliament, which were in 
the years one thoufand feven hundred and fifteen, and one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and feventeen; and alfo one hundred pounds Jierling to Enoch Sterne ef- 
quire, as a recompence for his expences.and trouble in folliciting and taking care 
of feveral publick bills tranfinitted into Great-Britain the laft fefiion of this Par- 
liament ; all which faid feveral fums ai? to be paid by the vice-treafurer or re- 
ceiver-general of this kingdom without any further or other warrant to be fued for, 
had, or obtained in that behalf.

An Aft to oblige Jbipj coming frofft inf efted places more ejfeftualty to 
perform their quarantine: and for the better preventing the plague 
being brought from foreign parts into this kingdom. 
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W HEREAS feveral places in the fouthern parts of France have been fo t 
feme time paft, and ftill continue to be, infefted with the plague, which 
occafions juft apprehenftons, that the infe&ion may be brought into this kipg~ 
dom from the places fo infe&ed : the better therefore to prevent the fame be it 
ena&ed by the King's moft excellent Majefty, by and with the advice and con - 
fent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament 
aflembled, and by t}ie authority of the fame. That during the prefent infedtion in 
France, and all future times, when any part of France, Spain, Portugal, Italy* 
the Low-countries, the Ifle of Man, Sweden, Denmark, Norway, or any coun- 
try, city, or town lying upon or near the Northern, German, or Baltick fea, 
or any part of his Majefty’s dominions, lhall be infedted with the plague, it (hall 
?nd may be lawful to and for the lord lieutenant, or other chief governor or 
governors of this kingdom for the time being, by and with the confent and ap- 
probation of the privy council duly aflembled, or the major part thereof* (fuch 
major part being not lefs than three,) by any order or orders to be publiihed by 



proclamation. 
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proclamation, afnd figned by the chief governor or governors of this kingdom, and A* D. 
by fuch three or more of the faid privy council, to prohibit all trade and com- 
merce to and with any filch kingdom, place, and port infefted with the plague* n -' 
or to or with any place, from whence they fhall judge it probable the infefti- 3* 

on may be brought, under ftlch pains, penalties, and forfeitures, extending, if they 
Ihall judge it neceffary, to the taking away the lives of the crews, pilots, paf- 
fengers, and all concerned dire£Uy or indireftly in failing or navigating any (hips 
or veflels to any part of the coafts of this kingdom from any fuch place or places* 
wherewith commerce (hall be fo prohibited as aforefaid, and to be infli&ed or 
levied in fuch manner as they fhall judge moft effectual to prevent the bringing 
in of the faid infeftion, and to the burning and deftroying fuch (hips or veflels 
with their tackle, apparel, and furniture, and their cargoes* 

II. And be it further ena&ed by the authority .aforefaid, That for preventing 
any goods, wares, and merchandizes of fuch countries or places* with which trade 
Ihall be prohibited by fuch order or proclamation as aforefaid, from being brought 
into any port, creek, or other place in this kingdom by any (hip or veflel from 
any other kingdoms or countries, it (hall and may be lawful to and for the lord 
lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the time 
being, by and with the confent and approbation of the privy council, or the 
major part thereof, as aforefaid, by any order or orders, to be publifhed 
by proclamation as aforefaid, to prohibit the bringing in any fuch goods, 
wares, or merchandizes, under fuch pains, penalties, and forfeitures, extending* if 
they Ihall judge it neceffary, to the taking away the life or lives of the captain 
or matter of fuch Ihip or veflel, and all concerned in the bringing in thereof 
direftly or indireftly ; and to be inflhtted or levied in fuch manner* as they (hall 
judge moft effedfcual to prevent the bringing in of die faid infe&ion, and to the burn- 
ing and deftroying fuch (hips or veflels* the tackle, apparel, and furniture thereof 
and the faid gUods. 

III. And whereas the mafter or other perfon having charge of fuch (hip 
or veflel, as may be ordered or liable to be burnt or deftroyed by vertue of this 
aft, to prevent or avoid the fame may privately, by running into creeks, or by 
ftanding off at fea, may get or procure fifliing or other boats to put a (hore or land 
the paffengers or crew of fuch (hip or veflel, and all or part of the lading thereof* 
which may prove highly dangerous to the fafety of this kingdom : be it further 
cna&ed by the authority aforefaid. That during the prefent infection* and 
in all future times, when any of the places or countries herein before menti- 
oned Ihall be infe&ed with the plague, it (hall and may be lawful to and for 
the chief governor or governors of this kingdom for the time being, with the ap- 
probation and confent of the privy council of this kingdom, and the major part 
thereof as aforefaid, by any order or orders notified by proclamation as aforefaid, to 
prohibit and forbid all and every perfon and perfons whatfoever to fail, navigate, or 
row any (hip or veflel, or boat, out of or into any boat, harbour, creek, or other 
place in this kingdom, other than out of or into fuch ports or harbours, as (hall for 
that purpofe be particularly mentioned and expreffed in fuch order and proclama- 
tion, under fuch pains, penalties, and forfeitures, extending, if they (hall judge it 
neceffary, to the diking away the lives of fuch perfon or perfons fo failing, navi- 
gating, or rowing fuch (hip, veflel, or boat, out of or into any port, harbour, or 
place, not mentioned in fuch proclamation, and to the burning and deftroying 
fuch (hips, veflels, or boats, with their tackle, apparel, and furniture, and their 
cargoes, by fuch perfon or perfons, and by fuch ways and means, and in fuch 
manner, as from time to time (hall be directed and appointed in and by fuch or- 
der and proclamation as aforefaid.

in cafe any perfon or perfons whatfoever fliall attempt or endeavour to land or come 
on fhore, or fhall afiually land or come on fhore, from on board any fuch fhip, 
boat, or vefTel, without licence from fuch officer or officers, perfon or perfons ap* 
pointed as aforefaid, it fhall be lawful for fuch officer and officers, perfon and per-* 
fens appointed as aforefaid, and fuch affiftants as they fhall require, and fuch officer 
and officers, perfon and perfons, with fuch affiftants, are hereby impowered and 
required, to reiift, oppofe, and drive back, by any kind of force or violence what* 
foever, in fuch manner as fhall be ordered and dire&ed by the faid lord lieutenant, 
or other chief governor or governors and privy council, or major part of the 
lame, by order notified by proclamation as aforefaid, all and every perfon and per* 

Tons offending as aforefaid, as being cotndpon enemies to his Majefty and this king-, 
dom : and in cafe any officer or officers of his Majefty’s cuftoms, or any other 
officer or officers, perfon or perfons whatfoever, to whom it doth or fhall apper- 
tain to execute any order or orders, to be made as aforefaid for the preventing the 
infection being brought into this kingdom, and the fpreading the fame, fhall be 
guilty of any wilful breach or ncgleCt of his or their duty in that behalf ; and alfo 
if any other perfon or perfons whatfoever fhall knowingly or willingly permit or 
fufier any. perfon or perfons whatfoever to land or come on fhore from on board 
fuch fliip, boat, or veflel, without licence as aforefaid, or fhall conceal, aid, har- 
bour, aid or fuccour, any fuch perfon or perfons, who fhall land or come on fhore 
from on board fuch fhip, boat, or veflel, without licence as aforefaid, or fhall take 
any goods whatfoever out of Or from any fuch fhip or veflel, or receive any goods 
whatfoever, knowing that the feme were taken out of fuch fhip, boat, or veflel,

W HEREAS the keeping a ftrong and regular watch in 
the night-time in the feveral cities, burroughs, towns cor- 
porate, parifhes, and other places in the feveral counties of this 
kingdom, is of great importance for the prefervation of the per- 
Ions and properties of the inhabitants within the fame j and will 
be a mod likely means to prevent murders, burglaries, robberies, 
felonies, and other outragious mifdemeanors, which are committed 
ia the night-time within the faid cities, burroughs, towns corpo- 
rate, parifhes, and other places more frequently than heretofore : 
and whereas an ad made for prevention of fuch diforders, and 
paiied in this Parliament in the fixth year of his Majefty’s reign, g q t 1o

And whereas by virtue of the (aid former law the federal houfe-keepetfs of 
fhe city of Dublin, being perfons able and fit to watch, or to find an able and 
fit perfon to watch for him* her, or them, or in his, her, dr their ftead, ought 
by reafon of their habitation, occupation, or dwelling in the faid city, to keep 
watch within the fame for the preservation of his Majefty’s peace ; neverthelefs 
&e watches have been much neglefted by reafon of many perfons refufing to 
watch, when thereunto required, and inftead thereof the watches have been kept 
within the feveral parilhes of the faid city by perfons hired by the con- 
ftables, or their deputies, and under their management only, and under colour 
thereof the faid conftables have collected from fome of the inhabitants within the 
faid feveral parifheS greater fums of money, than by law were due, and yet ne- 
verthelefs the faid conftables do not keep fuch fufficient watches as are necefla- 
ry: for remedy of the aforefaid inconveniences, and to the end a regular and 
ftrong watch may be kept in the night-time for the future within the faid ci- 
ty of Dublin, and liberties thereof, be it further ena&ed by the authority afore- 
faid, That on the third Sunday in February in every year notice (hall be given 
irt each parifli-church of the laid city and liberties, that on fome certain day in 
the following week a veftry or meeting of the parilhioners will be held in or- 
der td fettle the watch of that parifli j at which day of meeting the parilhion- 
ers, or the major part of them, fo aflembled, lhall nominate fifteen of the parilh- 
loners of good fubftance, who, or any feven of them, lhall within fourteen days 
after their being fo chofen by writing under their hands afeertain the number 
of watch-houfes, conftables; and watch-men, fit and proper to be kept hi fuch 
parilh refpeitively, from the twenty fifth day of March then neit enfuing for 
and until the twenty fifth day of March in the year following, and at what 
places and ftands it is fit for the faid watch-houles, conftables* and watch-men, 
to be placed, and how often it is fit for them to* go the rounds, how the watch- 
men (hall be armed, and what wages or falaries are teafonable to be allowed 
each watch-man for their attendance, and fuch further regulations and rules, as 
fo them lhall feem reafon able ; and lhall alfo nominate and appoint for watch- 
men fuch perfons, who lhall in their judgment not only be honeft men and pro- 
teftants, but able of body, and fit to be entrufted to’ do the faid fervice ; which 
perfons fo nominated lhall be the watch-men of the faid parilh *; and in cafe any 
of the faid watch-men fo nominated and appointed lhall dye or be removed, or 
quit fuch fervice, the faid fifteen perfons, or any feven of them, fo nominated 
by the parilhioners as aforefaid, lhaJl name another watch-man or other watch- 
men in the ftead or place of him or them fo dying, or being removed, or quit- 
ting fuch fervice ; and in cafe any of the faid fifteen perfons, fo nominated by 
the parilhioners as aforefaid, lhall dye, or remove out of the faid parilh; the pa- 
rilhioners lhall at a veftry of meeting of the parilhioners, to be appointed for that 
purpofe, name one or more of the parilhioners of good fubftance in the room 
or place of fuch perfon or perfons fo dying or leaving the faid parifli, to the 
intent that the number of fifteen of the faid parilhioners fliall be always ready 
to make fuch elections and regulations in manner as herein before is appointed ; 
which rules and regulations fo to be made as afoFefaid, lhall be the rules, or- 
ders, and regulations to be obferved by the feveral conftables and watch-men, and 
fliall be printed together with the names of fuch watch- men, and publickly polled 
Op in each watch-houfe, and on the door thereof. ^

proved of fhall before he or they fhall be fwom into, fuch office, or after they 
have been fwom and taken fuch office upon them, dye or quit fuch parish , or 
be otherwife rendered incapable of ferving, then and in fuch cafes th? faid church- 
warden^ fhall forthwith aflemble the parifhioners of the faid parifh, who, or 
the major part of them, fo afiembled, fhall return another perfon for the faid 
office, in the ftead or place of him or them fo dying, or that fhall quit fuch pa-; 
rifh, or be otherwife rendered incapable to ferve, to the faid lord mayor for the

W HEREAS the trade of this kingdom is partly carried on by the means topnkd %i 0 
of cafh notes given by bankers, or thofe intriifted by them to give notes, 2 ' * 4 ' 
to the payment whereof their real eftates are not liable aftet 1 their refpeftive deaths, 

Which in maiiy cafes may prove dangerous to their creditors : for the better fecuring 
the payment of fuch notes, be it enafted by the King’s molt excellent Majefty, by 
and with the advice and coiifent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and commons 
in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the authority of the fame. That where 
any perfon or perfons doth or lhall follow or exetcife the tn*de or calling of a ban- 
ker by keeping a publick (hop, houfe, or office, for the receipt of the money of 
fuch perfons, as are willing to depofite the fame in his or their cuftody, and doth dr 
{hall ufually by himfelf, or any perfori by him or them for thit purpofe imployed, 
give or iflue out promifory notes for the paymeht of money fo depolited on demand, 
or upon any certain day, if any fuch banker, perfon or perfons, (hall not pay fuch 
note or notes upon demand, when the fame is or (hall become due, every fuch ban- 
ker, perfon or perfons, fo making default id payniertt, his and their heirs, executors,

&mps burning be light up in each night and year, are not fufficicnt for the purpofes thereby 
Jaf^ent, 18 " Intended, for that feveral robberies and infults have been committed in the 
city of Dublin by wicked and diforderly perfons, after the times for enlighten- 
ing the lamps are expired: be it ena&ed by the King’s moft excellent Ma* 
jefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and tempbral 
and commons in this prefent Parliament afTembled, and by the authority of the 
alts cd. fame. That the faid William Aldrich and Hugh Cumming, their executors*

nefchals of the faid liberties, which warrant the faid lord-mayor of Dublin, and fe-

live and aftually refide within this kingdom for and during the fpace of fix kalen- 
dar months at leaft in each of the faid years ; which faid tax or duty of four 
(hillings fierling out of every twenty (hillings a year as aforefaid (hall be flopped 
and dedufted yearly, during the time and term aforefaid, by the vice-treafurer, 
pay-mafter, and receiver-general of his Majefty’s revenues, and be accounted for 
to his Majefty, his heirs and fuccertors. 

VIII* Provided always, and it is hereby declared, That this aft (hall not ex- 
tend to charge the faid tax or duty of four (hillings fierling a year on every twen- 
ty (hillings as aforefaid upon the falary, penfion, fees, or profits of employment, 
payable to the lord lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of this 
kingdom for the time being ; or the fallaries, fees, penfions, pay, or profit of em- 
ployment, payable to any perfon or perfons, who (hall by his or their offices and 
employments be obliged to an immediate attendance upon the perfons of his facred. 
Majefty, or their royal Highneffes the prince and princefs of Wales, or their iflue, 
during the continuance in fuch their refpeftive offices and employments $ or to the 
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pay of the officers of the army, or half-pay officers, upon the eftablifhment of this A* D. 
kingdom. 

IX. And be it further ena&ed by the authority aforefaid, That the fix pence 
per pound, and all other fees, which (hall of may be payable to the Vice-treafurer, 
receiver, or pay-mafter-general of this kingdom, for, or on account of, or out of, 
the aids granted unto his Majefty this prefent feflion of Parliament, (hall be receiv- 
ed by the faid vice-treafurer, receiver, or pay^-mafter general, for the ufe of his 
Majefty, his heirs or fucceflors, and fhall be duly accounted for by him or them 
to his Majefty, his heirs and fucceflors, as a further and additional aid hereby 
given and granted. 

X. And be it further ena&ed by the authority aforefaid, That the additional 
pay of one penny per diem to each effective private foldier of the foot, di reded by 
his Majefty’s letter of the feventeenth day of April one thoufand feven hundred and 
twenty two, pilrfuant to an addrefs of the houfe of commons, and alfo the additional 
pay of four pence per diem advanced to each private trooper of the horfe ; and of 
two pence per diem to each private dragoon, be paid at all times hereafter to each 
effe&ive private foldier of the foot, and to each effe&ive trooper and private dragoon 
refpe&ively, without any dedu&ion on account cf poundage to the vice-treafurer, 
pells, hofpital money, of any other deduction whatfoever, out of their arrears, 
fubfiftancej or cloathing money. 

XI. And whereas his Majefty’s faithful commons in the firft feflion of this prefent 
Parliament, the better to enable his Majefty to provide for the defence and fafety 
of this His Majcfty’s kingdom, did refolve. That whatever fums of money fhould be 
advanced and paid into his Majefty’s treaftiry by any perfon or perfons at the 
inftance of their excellencies the then lords juftices, or other chief governour or 
governours of this kingdom for the time being* for the defence thereof, fhould be 
made good with legal intereft for the fame out of fuch aids, as fhould be granted to 
his Majefty the then next feflion of Parliament : and whereas for the better fecuring 
of fuch Turn dr fums as fhould be fo advanced, it is provided by an a £t pafled the 

firft feflion of this Parliament, intituled. An aft for continuing to his Majejly the addi - 2 G. r. j 
tional duty on beer , ale , Jlrong waters , tobacco , and other goods and merchandizes , that 
fuch fum or fums of money, as fhould be fo advanced and paid into his Majefty *s 
treafury, fhould be repaid unto fiich perfon or perfons, as fhould lend or advance 
the fame, his or their executors, adminiftrators, or afiigns, with legal intereft, out of 
the next aids to be granted by Parliament, without any deduftion : and whereas 
the fum of fifty thoufand pounds hath been advanced and paid into his Majefty*s 
treafury in purfuance of the faid refolution and ad of Parliament, which debt 
ftill remains due and unfatisfied : be it further ena&ed by the authority aforefaid. 

That fuch perfon or perfons, who have advanced or paid into his Majefty’s treafury 
any fum or fums of money, being part Of the faid principal fum of fifty thoufand 
pounds, their executors, adminiftrators, or affigns, fhall continue to have and re- 
ceive, and be well and truly paid at the receipt of his Majefty’s Exchequer* by the 
hands of the vice-treafurer or pay-mafter general, his or their deputy or deputies, 
every fix months the intereft of the refpe&ive fum or fums of money, fo by them 
advanced, at the rate of eight pounds per cent . per annum y until the twenty fifth of 
March one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four ; and from and after the faid 
twenty fifth of March at the rate of feven pounds per cent . per annum , without fee 
or charge* during the time the faid principal fum of fifty thoufand pounds, of any 
part thereof* (hall continue unpaid, and free from all manner of deductions, defalca- 
tions, and abatements whatfoever, out of fuch his Majefty’s treafure or revenue 
as (hall come to his or their hands, until they are refpe&ively paid and fatrsfied 
the refpeflive principal fums, fo by them paid and advanced as aforefaid * and 
if any part of the faid principal fum of fifty thoufand pounds (hall be due and unpaid 
on the twenty fifth day of December, which will be in the year of our Lord one 
thoufand feven hundred and twenty five, the fame (hall be well and truly fatisfied 
and paid onto the feveral and refpeftive perfons, their executors, adminiftrators, or 
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A. D; affiferi* rdpo&lvely, to whom the fame (hall be then due, together with fuch 
legal intereft for the fame, at the rate of feven pounds per cent, as aforefaid, 
as (hall be then In artpar, without any deduction, defalcation, or abatement, 
for or on account of pells, poundage, or other fees, charges, or deductions 
Whatfoever. 

XII. Provided nevertheless, if any fubferiber or 'fubferibets to the faid fum of 
fifty thoufand pounds, or his or their executors, adminiftrators, or affigns, fhall re- 
fvfe to take Of accept for the money by him or them advanced feven pounds per cent d 
intereft from the twenty fifth day of March, which will be in the year of our Lord 
one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, that then upon fuch fubferiber or fub- 
ffcribers, his or their executors, adminiftrators, or affigns, transferring his or their 
fublbriptioh or fubfcriptions, and the whole benefit thereof, to the vice-treafurer, or 
his depiity ; fuch fubferiber or fiibfcribefs, his or their executors, adminiftrators, or 
iffigns, fhall have ahd receive the money due to them upon fuch fubfeription from 
the faid vice-treafurer or his deputy } which fubfeription, fe transferred to the faid 
Vice-treafurer or his deputy, may be again afligned by him to any perfon or perfons 
who fhall advaiice the fum due upon fuch fubfeription or fubferiptions at feven 
pounds per cent ; intereft j any thing herein contained to the contrary notwith- 
ftanding. 

XIII. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid, That the feveral fums 
hereafter mentioned and appointed be paid Out of die aforefaid additional duties and 
ahft, granted and continued to his Majefty by this prefent ad, to the perfons here- 
after mentioned : (that is to fay ) a ftutt of one thoufand pounds Jlerling to Thomas 
Burgh, ef^nire, as an incouragement for inventing and publifhing a new method of 
afeertaimng the contents of any furVey, Which will prevent the errors the prefeat me- 
thods ar€ liable to ; and alfo that the fum of two thoufand pounds Jlerling be ad- 
vanced and paid to die Albfcribers for making the river Liffy navigable, towards 
carrying on and compleating the works on the faid river, and making the fame navi- 
gable , fecurity being firft giveri by mortgaging the intereft of the faid fubferibera 
td the feceivcr-genind or his deputy for the time being, for fecuring the re-payment 
tof the faid fum of two thoufand pounds out of the moyety of the dear profits of 
the Aid navigation i aftd aHb the fum of fifteen hundred pounds Jlerling to the 
troftets of the Ihtaen manufafture, towards building a linnen-hall ; and likewife 
Hi at thfe forthdr fum of two thoufand pounds per annum, during the (pace of two 
years, be paid to die trUftees of the linnen manufacture, to encourage the raifirtg 
fufficiefit quantities of hemp and flax m this kingdom ; and alfo that a fum not 
tfcdbeding one thoufond pounds JltrUng be given to be applied to the building a chap* 
£el in fc convenient place, for the ufe of the officers and foldiers quartered in the 
barracks of Dublin, to be paid to ftich petfon or perfons as his Majefty, or the chief 
governour or govemours of tins kingdom for die time being, fhall appoint to receive 
the fame 5 ahd alfo the ftrtn Of three hundred pounds Jlerling to Matthew Penne- 
fdther efquirc, accomptant-general, as a reward for his expence and trouble in pre- 
paring and ftatiiig the publick accounts of the nation kid before the houfe of 
commons this feffion of Parliament J alfo die fum of three hundred pounds Jlerling 
to BWen Worthihgfon, and two hundred pounds Jkrlbtg to Ifaac Ambrofe, clerks 
of the houfe of commons, as rewards for their refpeftive attendance and fervices 
this feffion of Parliament ; and the further fum of two hnndred pounds JterUag 
tt> the Aid Bruen Worthington and Ifaac Ambrofe, as a recompence for thaw 
extraordinary expence in preparing copies of the publick accounts for the mem- 
bers of the houfe of commons ; and alfo the fum of two hundred pounds Jlerling 
to John Kerr, clerit dffiftant ; three hundred pounds Jlerling to Richard Povey, 
fefjeaiit at arms for his attendance on the houfe of commons ; two hundred and fifty 
pounds JltrUtig w William Bayley and Henry Buckley, the derics attending the com- 
mittee of accounts and other committees, to be equally divided between them ; 
eighty pounds Jlerling to John Freldhoufe and John Molloy, door-keepers of the 
hotffc of cOHlfhoas, to be equally divided between them; which faid feveral laft 
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mentioned fums are given to the faid feveral perfons as rewards for their faid feveral 
fervices, attendances, and expences, this feflion of Parliament ; all which faid 
feveral fums are to be paid by the vice-treafurer or receiver-general of this king- 
dom without any further or other warrant to be fued for, had, or obtained in that 
behalf. 




CHAP. II. 



An a£i for amending the feveral laws now in force for encourag- 
ing the hempen and flaxen manufaSlures in this kingdom , and for 
the further improvement thereof 

F OR amending the laws relating to the hempen and flxen manufa&ures, and 

preventing frauds and abufes therein : be it enaded by the King’s moft Q Rc P^ Icd *9 
excellent Majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and 
temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the author 
rity of the fame. That from and after the twenty fifth day of March, which 
lhall be in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, 
all flaxen or hempen cloths* made of high white yam within this kingdom, (hall 
be lapped, made up, marked, fealed, and damped, by the fame perfons in like 
manner, and lipon payment of the like fees, and under the fame penalties, as 
well in refped to the lapper, who (hall damp any fuch flaxen or hempen cloths', 
as of the perfon who lhall fell or expofe the fame to fide ; to be fued for, re- 
covered, and levied by the fame ways or means, as in and by an ad of Parlia- 
ment made in the fixth year of the reign of his prefent Majedy, intituled. An & q. i. 7; 
atf for the hitter regulating the buying and felling of yam and cloth , and further 
improving the hempen and flaxen manufacture of this kingdom , relating to damp- 
ing and fealing bleached linen, are dire&ed and appointed ; and that if any per- 
fon or perfons lhall counterfeit the faid feal or damp, being thereof lawfully 
convi&ed, he and they lhall incur and be fubjed to the fame pains, penalties* 
and punilhments, as in and by the faid recited ad are inflided on any perfon* 
who lhall counterfeit the feal or damp, thereby direded to be fet or fixed to places 
of bleached linen cloth. 

II. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid* That from and after 
the faid twenty fifth day of March, which lhall be in the year of our Lord one 
thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, if any bleached cloth or cloths made 
Of high white yarn lhall be found in the Ihop, ware-houfe, or poflelfion of any 
trader or dealer, or reputed trader or dealer* in linen cloth, lapped, but not feal-. 
ed, and ftamped according to the faid recited ftatute, he or they, in whofe cuf- 
tody the fame lhall be found, lhall forfeit the fum of five {hillings for each piece 
of cloth not fealed or ftamped as aforefaid. 

III. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid. That from and af- 
ter the faid twenty fifth day of March, which lhall be in the year of our Lord 
one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, no unbleached cloths, called green 
cloths, lhall be brought to any market or fair, or lhall be fold or expofed to fale, 

Otherwife than in the folds, and no ways tied * and if any perfon or perfons from 
and after the faid twenty fifth day of March lhall bring any fuch unbleached 
Cloths to any market or fair, or lhall there fell or expofe the fame to fale, he 
or they lhall for fuch his offence forfeit the fum of one {hilling for every piece 
of fuch cloth, fo by him or them brought to fuch market or fair, or there fold 
.Or expofed to fale as aforefaid. 

IV. And be it enafted by the authority aforefaid, That from and after the 
faid twenty fifth day of March no felon, convi&ed according to the courfe of the 
laws and ftatutes of this kjngdbm of Healing of flaxen and hempen yarn or cloth. 
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or other flaxen or hempen manufacture above the value of five {hillings from of 
out of any bleach-yard, , buck-houfe, or work-houfe thereunto belonging, whe- 
ther the faft be committed by day or by night, (hall be allowed the benefit of 
clergy, or of the a ft of Parliament paffed in the ninth year of the reign of her 
late Majefty Queen Anne, intituled. An aft for taking away the benefit of cUrgf 
in certain cafes ; and for taking away the book in all cafes ; and for repealing part 
of the Jlatute for tranfporting felons \ any law, ufage, or cuftom, to the contrary* 
notwithftanding. 

V. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid, That if any bleachef 
or bleachers of hempen or flaxen cloth or yarn for hire or reward from and af- 
ter the faid twenty fifth day of March (hall negleft to blpach fuch cloth or yarn 
within the time and in the manner contracted for, or (hall willfully do any da- 
mage to fuch cloth or yarn, or (hall commit any frauds or abufes in bleaching 
the fame ; fuch bleacher or bleachers (hall for every fuch offence forfeit and pay 
to the party aggrieved aiiy fum not lefs than two (hillings and fix pence, nor 
more than five pounds; to be recovered in manner hereafter mentioned and di- 
reded j and likewife that it (hall and may be lawful to and for all and fingular 
the weavers of linen cloth within this kingdom to run one courfe thread at thd 
end of his piece of cloth, fufficient to denote the number of hundreds contained 
in the faid cloth, and likewife near unto the fame one other Courfe thread 
fufficient to denote the number of beers contained in the faid cloth, without reJ 
gard from thenceforth to be had what colour the (aid thread is of. 

VI. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That when any 
juftice of the peace or chief magiflrate (hall condemnor adjudge any linen doth* 
brought before him, to be forfeited for not being made purfuant to the laws and 
ftatutes in force in this kingdom, fuch juftice of the peace, or chief magiftrate* 
before he (hall deliver the fame to the informer, (hall and may order and caufe 
fuch cloth to be cut and fevered into three equal parts. 

VII. And be it further enabled by the authority aforefaid. That all linen weavers* 
who (hall have before the twenty fifth day of March in the year of our Lord 
One thoufand feven hundred and twenty four aftually followed the trade and myf- 
tery of weaving linen cloth, (hall be difeharged of and from all penalties and 
forfeitures whatfoever by him or them incurred on or before the faid five and 
twentieth day of March, which (hall be in the year of our Lord one thou~ 
fend feven hundred and twenty four, for and upon account of his or their hav-^ 
ing exercifed the faid art or myftery of weaving linnen cloth, not having ferved 
his or their apprenticeftiip to the trade of weaving flaxen cloth for the (pace of 
five years, and not having wrought at the flaxen trade as a journeyman for the 
fpace of two years, by virtue of an aft of Parliament made in the eighth veat 
of the reign of her late majefty Queen Anne, intituled. An aft to amend the de~ 
fefts of fuch afts as have been made relating to the hempen and flaxen tnanufuJlurej 
and to encourage the further improvement thereof 

VIII. And be it enafted by the authority aforefaid. That if any perfon 
or perfons, not having ferved as an apprentice or apprentices for the fpace of four 
years at leaft in the trade or myftery of linen weaving, (hall from and after the 
feid five and twentieth day of March, which (hall be in the year of our Lord 
one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, fet up for him or themfclves, and 
keep a loom and work at the fame as a weaver or weavers of linen cloth, every 
fuch perfon for fuch offence (hall forfeit the fum of five pounds. 

IX. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid, That no looms, 
fpinning-wheels, reels, and hatchels, which the truftees for encouraging the hemp- 
en and flaxen manufaftures in this kingdom (hall lend, or caufe to be lent, to 
any perfon or perfons for carrying on the faid manufaftures, or either Of them, 
being fealed and branded with the feal or mark appointed or ufed by the faid 
truftees for that purpofe, (hall be fubjeft to be diftrained for rent, hearth-money, 
bt on any other account whatfoever, or to be feized or taken in execution, or by 
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Virtue of any me/he procefs iffuing out of any court, by any flieriff, bailiff, or other 
perfon or perfons whatfoever. 

X. And whereas all methods hitherto ufed have proved ineffectual to oblige the 
people of this kingdom to reel and divide their yarn in a regular and fair man- 
ner: be it enacted by the authority aforefaid, That from and after the firft day of 
November one thoufand feven hundred and twenty four, during the term and 
time of three years from thence next following, and from thence to the end of 
the then next feffion of Parliament, all reeled linen yarn, which (hall be found in the 
cuftody or poffeffion of any fpihner, maker, or reeler of linnen yarn, or of any 
perfon in truft for them, or any of them, or for his or their benefit, which fliall 
not be reeled and made up according to the directions of the aCts of Parliament 
in this kingdom for that purpofe made, (hall be fubjeCt and liable to the like 
feizure, forfeiture, and condemnation, as if the fame had been actually expofed 
to fale. 

XI. And be it enafted by the authority aforefaid. That it (hall and may b£ 
lawful to and for any perfon or perfons in the fairs and markets of this kingdom 
to make ufe of fcales and weights* but not ouncels, ill order to diftinguifli and 
afcertain the fort or denomination of yarn reeled ftatutably, whether the fame 
be of this or that dozen to the pound ; any law or llatute to the contrary not- 
withftanding. 

XII. And be it enaCted by the authority aforefaid. That If any perfon or pcr- 
fons (h ail be convicted on any indictment for unlawfully taking or refcuing lin- 
nen-cloth or yarn out of the cuftody or poffeffion of any perfon or perfons, who 

. had feized the fame for being unftatutable, or not purfuant to the laws and fta- 
tutes in force in this kingdom, the judges or juftices of the peace; before whom 
fiich indictment (hall be tried, fliall and may by examination of witneffes, and 
all other lawful means, enquire of the value of the cloth, ot yarn fo taken or 
refcued from the perfon, who had feized the fame as aforefaid, fuch judges of 
juftices refpeCtively, after impofing fuch fine as they (hall judge proper, (hall and 
may, and are hereby required to make an order directed to the condoles of the 
faid county, to levy the fame by diftrefs and fale of the goods and chatties of 
the perfon fo conviCted, returning the overplus, if any fliall be ; and in cafe fufi* 
ficient diftrefs cannot be found to fatisfie the fame, then to apjprehend the bo- 
dy of fuch perfon fo convicted* and deliver him to the keeper of the houfe of 
Corre&ion, there to remain without bail or mainprife for the fpace of fix months* 
and to be kept to hard labour, and whipt once a week, unlefs he fooner pays the 
fum mentioned in fiich warrant. 

XIII. And be it further enaCted by the authority aforefaid. That it (hall and 
inay be lawful to and for the truftees of the flaxen and hempen manufactures of 
this kingdom, or any five or more of them; to adminifter an oath to fuch per- 
fon or perfons, as (hall complain unto them againft any itinerant man, hemp or 
Bax-man, or other perfon or perfons employed by the faid truftees in the exe- 
cution of their faid truft ; and likewife to tender and adminifter an oath to the 
witneffes on either fide produced, in order to the faid truftees, or any five of 
inoreofthem; making a determination upon the matter Of fuch complaint; and alfo, 
that it fliall and may be lawful to and for the faid truftees, or any five or more 
bf them, on hearing the matter of fuch complaint, to impofe a fine on fuch. 
perfon or perfons imployed by them according to their difcretion, fo as the fame 
exceed not for any one offence the fum of forty (hillings; to be applied to the 
ufe of the party or parties complaining ; and in cafe fuch fine be not paid by the 
laid offender at a time to be appointed by the faid truftees, or any five or more 
of them, then the faid offender may be fent to the houfe of correction, by war- 
rant under the hands and feals of the faid truftees, or any five or more of them, 
there, to be kept without bail or mainprize at hard labour for any time not exceed- 
ing one kalendar month, 
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XIV. Arid be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid, That all offence* 
againft this aft fhall be heard and finally determined by any one or more juf- 
tice or juftices of the peace, or chief magiftrate, within their refpeftive jurifdic- 
tions, who, upon complaint to him or them made, fhall upon examination of wit- 
nefles upon oath, (which oath they are refpeftively hereby impowered to admi- 
nifter,) adjudge and determine the fame* and iffue his or their warrant to any 
one or more of the conftables of the faid county, city, or town, requiring and 
impowering him or them by diftrefs and fale of the offenders goods (the over- 
plus whereof (hall be rendered to the owners) to levy the refgeftive penalties by 
them incurred ; which, when levied, fhall belong and be paid to the informers, 
or fuch other perfon or perfons, as are herein before particularly mentioned to be in- 
titled to the fame refpeftively, firft dedufting thereout the fum of one fhilling, to 
be paid to the conftable for executing fuch warrant. 

XV. And whereas by an aft palled in the ninth year of the reign of her late 
Majefty Queen Anne, intituled. An aft to enforce fuch afts y as have been made for 
the improvement of the linnen manufacture , and for a further regulation of the fame{ 
an additional duty of one fhilling and fix pence per yard was laid upon all whiter 
painted, and ftained callicoes, and fix pence per yard upon all linnens, which fhould 
be imported into this kingdom at any time within the fpace of feven years, com* 
mencing from the end of the then next fefiion of Parliament, and from the ex*- 
piration of the faid term of feven years to the end of the next feflion of Par- 
liament enfuing; which duty was further continued by an aft paffed in the fe- 
cond year of his Majefty *s reign, intituled. An aft for continuing the encourage - 
ment given by former afts of Parliament to the flaxen and hempen manufactures ; 
and for the further improvement and regulation of the fame y during the remainder 
of the faid firft term of feven years, and alfo during the further term of feven 
years, from the expiration of the former term of feven years, and from thence 
to the end of the fefiion of Parliament then next following, and is fit to be con- 
tinued : be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That the faid additio* 
nal rate or duty of one Chilling and fix pence for every yard of fuch white, paint- 
ed, and ftained callicoe, and fix pence for every yard of any fort of linnen, fhall 
be and continue due and payable to his Majefty, his heirs and fucceffors, for 
all fuch white, painted, and ftained callicoes and linnen, which fhall be imported 
into this kingdom, (except it be of the growth or manufacture of Great-Britain) 
for and during the term of feven years, to be computed from the twenty fifth 
day of December in the year of our Lord one thoufaqd feven hundred and twenty 
three, and from thence to the end of the feflion of Parliament then next follow- 
ing ; Which faid duties fhall be applied to the ufes and for the encouragement of the 
hempen and flaxen manufactures in this kingdom, and be fubjeft to the difpofal, or- 
der, and management of the truftees appointed for encouraging the hempen and flaxen 
manufactures of this kingdom. 

XVI. And whereas by the faid laft recited aft made in the fecond year of 
his prefent Majefty’s reign, it is among other things enafted, 44 That any per— 
44 fon or perfons, who fhould export out of this kingdom any good fail cloth* 
44 well and fufficienty made, to any parts beyond the fcas, at any time within the 
< 4 fpace of ten years next after the twenty fourth day of December one thou- 
44 fand feven hundred and fixteen, fhould receive as a premium for every yard of 
44 fail cloth, made of found and good hemp of ten pence per yard value, and un- 
44 der fourteen pence per yard, or upwards, fo exported, the fum of two pence ; 
44 for every yard of main fail or courfe canvas made of Holland duck, of the 
44 value of fourteen pence per yard or upwards, fo exported, the fum of four 
44 pence fieri . and after the expiration of the term of ten years, that from thencet 
* 4 during the further term of eleven years, any perfon or perfons fo exporting fuch

W HEREAS for the more eafie carrying on of trade and commerce within 
this kingdom, it may be convenient in. fome cafes to accept of a folemn 
declaration or affirmation from the people .called Quakers, in the room of an oath, 
which according to their principles they alledge to be unlawful for them to take : 
be it ena£ted by the King’s moft excellent Majefty, by and with the advice and 
confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament 
affembled, and by the authority of the fame. That from and after the fecohd day 
of February in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and twenty 
three every quaker .within this kingdom, who (hall be required upon any law- 
ful occafion to take an oath, where by law an oath is required, in making entries, 
invoicing of (hips or goods, and obtaining debentures at the Cuftom-houfe, and 
in all and every other cafe where an oath is required in the way of trade be- 
fore any perfon or perfons concerned in the management of his Majefties reve- 
nue in this kingdom; as alfo in recovering of fmall debts in a fummary way 
by civil bill, and in proving their book debts for any fum hot exceeding one 
hundred pounds, and in recovering of rent and arrears of rent due to any quaker, 
where the title of the land doth not come in queftion, and in eje&ments, to be 
brought where the leflor of the plaintiff is a quaker, upon the feveral a£h made 
to prevent frauds committed by tenants, or any of them ; and alfo in taking oat 
adminiftrations, proving of wills in common form, and returning inventories; 
as alfo where by law an oath is required in obtaining freedoms in cities and other 
towns corporate, and upon attachments, and foreign attachments in inferior courts, 
and in elections of members of Parliament, (hall in fuch cafes, inftead of an 
oath in the ufual form, be permitted to make his or her folemn declaration or 
affirmation, in thefe words following : (viz.) 

L A. B, do folemnly , fmcerely , and truly declare and affirm . 

And all perfons, authorized or required to adminifter or tender an oath in all 
and every the cafes aforefaid, are hereby authorized and required to adminifter and 

tender 
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tender the faid folemn affirmation or declaration to the faid people called qua- 
kers in the words by this ad appointed as aforefaid j which faid folemn decla- 
ration or affirmation (hall be adjudged and taken to be of the fame force and ef- Q 

fed to all intents and purpofes in all courts of juflice, and before all perfons, 
and in all places, where by law an oath is required within this kingdom for and 
in refpeft of the cafes herein before particularly mentioned, as if fuch quaker had 
taken an oath in the ufual form, in all, every, or any of the cafes aforefaid. 

II. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid, That if any perfon 
making fuch folemn declaration or affirmation in all, every, or any of the cafes 
aforefaid, {hall be lawfully convided, wilfully, falfely, and corruptly to have de- 
clared or affirmed any matter or thing, which, if the fame had been fwom in 
the ufual form, would have amounted to wilful and corrupt perjury ; every fuch 
perfon fo offending {hall incur the fame penalties and forfeitures, as by the laws 
and ftatutes of this realm are enaded againff perfons convided of wilful and cor- 
rupt peijury. 

III. Provided always, and be it enaded by the authority aforefaid. That when 
any quaker or reputed quaker within this kingdom {hall be required in purfu- 

ance of an ad of Parliament, made in this kingdom in the fixth year of the 6 G ' u s * 
reign of his prefent Majefty, intituled. An aft for exempting the protejlant dif- 
f enters of this kingdom from certain penalties , to which they are now fubjeft, to make 
and fubferibe the declaration of fidelity therein mentioned to his prefent Majef- 
ty, fuch quaker (hall alfo (if required) make and fubferibe his or her name or 
mark to the following profeflion of their chriftian belief in thefe words : (viz.) 

I. A. B. profefs faith in God the father , and in Jefus Chrijl his eternal fon , 
the true God , and in the Holy Spirit , one God bleffed for evermore $ and do ac- 
knowledge the holy feriptures of the old and new tejlament to be given by divine in- 
spiration j 

Which declaration and profeflion (hall be made and entred of record at the ge- 
neral quarter-feflions of the peace at the county, city, or place, where fuch per- 
fon {hall then refide, and the clerk of the peace of every fuch county, city, or 
place, {hall give to every fuch quaker requiring the fame a certificate in writing 
of fuch quakers having made and fubferibed the faid declaration and profeflion i 
which certificate (ball be allowed of in all courts and places, as proof of fuch 
quaker having made and fubferibed the faid declaration and profeflion ; and for 
which the clerk of the peace {hall be allowed one {hilling and no more. 

IV. Provided always. That no perfon or perfons {hall be deemed a quaker 
within the intention of this ad, unlefs, he, {he, or they, {hall produce a certificate 
or certificates under the hands of fix credible perfons of their own congregation, of 
his or her having been of that profeflion at leaft three years then laft paft, if there- 
unto required. 

V. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid. That this ad {hall be 
deemed, adjudged, and taken to be a publick ad, and be judicially taken notice of 
as fuch by all judges, juftices, and other perfons whatfoever. 

VI. Provided always. That this ad {hall continue in force for the fpace of three Contmamce 
years, and from thence to the end of the then next feffion of Parliament, and no three yean, 
longer.

That it (hall and may be lawful to and for 
fuch perfon or perfons, fo employed as aforefaid, to walk upon the 
bank and banks of fuch river and rivers as aforefaid, not lying 
within any orchard or garden, in order to apprehend fuch perfon 
or perfons as fhall offend againft this or any other ad heretofore 
made in this kingdom for the prefervation of the falmon fifhing 
thereof, and that fuch perfon or perfons, fo walking for the pur- 
pofes aforefaid on any bank or banks of any river or rivers, 
fhall not be liable to any adion at law, indidmenf, or other 
profecution for fb doing , fo as the perfon fo employed be au- 
thorized by writing under the hand of the owner or farmer of 
fuch fifhery. 

V. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid. That 
if any perfon or perfons fhall be fued, molefted, or troubled, for 
putting in execution any of the powers contained in this ad, or 
for doing any matter or thing purfuant hereunto, fuch perfon or 
perfons fhall and may plead the general iffue, and give the fpecial 
matter in evidence •, and if the plaintiff or plaintiffs fhall be non- 
fuited, or judgment fhall be given againft him or them by default,

W H E R £ A § m*hy fradduleht practices and deceits are daily ufed by evil 
defigning perfons to elude the feveral laws, formerly made for the encou-*- 
ragement of the fair trader, and to prevent the running and undue landing of goods 
imported into this kingdom : dnd whereas the profecutions before the commiffioners 
of appeals, though carried on in a fummary way, purfuant to the laws in force in 
this kingdom for that purpofe; have been artfully delayed by perfons profecuting the 
faid appeals upon account of fome informality or defeft of form in the proceedings, 
to the great difeou ragement of the profecutors or informers : for remedy whereof, 
be it enafted by the King’s mbft excellent Majefty; by and with the advice and 
confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament 
allembled, and by the authority of the fame. That no judgment or fentence fhall be 
reverfed for any informality, imperfeftion, or defeft in form* either in the informa- 
tion, proceedings, or judgment, brought before dr given by the faid commiffioners 
or fubrcommiffioners refpeftively. 

II. And whereas, where two or more perfons are contented as informers Or difeo-? 
verers; feveral difputes have arifen between the parties pretending to be the real

“ es to be built in more convenient places,” as by the faid ad 
may more at large appear : and whereas by the faid ad it is 
amongft other things required. That the confent of the patron or 
patrons fhall be firft had, before any order can be made for the 
building or ereding any new church : and whereas the King’s 
moft excellent Majefty is patron of many parifh-churches in this 
kingdom, and the method of obtaining his royal confent for the 
purpofes aforefaid by letters patents under the great feal of this 
kingdom is found to be very tedious and expenfive, fo that the 
parifhioners of thofe parifhes, the churches whereof are in the 
patronage of the crown, are not likely to receive the benefit in- 
tended by the forementioned ad : be it therefore further enaded 
by the authority aforefaid.

An a& fir 
ere&ing a wofk-boufe in the city of Dublin , for employing and main- 
taining the poor thereof hath not anfwered the good end and de- 
fign propofed thereby : but notwithftanding the faid ad the city 
and liberties thereto adjoining are extreamly burthened with great 
numbers of poor and idle vagrants, many of whom are able to 
work and earn their bread, if proper care were taken to regulate 
and employ them : be it enaded by the King’s moft excellent 
Majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiri- 
tual and temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament aftem- 
bled, and by the authority of the fame.

feftly made , and upon nil fpirits made and dijlilled of wine ; and alfo a tax on all falaries , 
profits of employments, fees, and penftons therein mentioned ; and for granting a further 
additional duty on ale , beer, and jlrong-waters, and fpirits perfectly made, and upon all

W HEREAS by an a& made in the tenth year of the reign 
of Queen Anne, intituled. An a£t for explaining and 
amending fever A Jiatutes for prohibiting under Jheriffs and Jheriffs 
clerks from officiating as fub-Jheriffs or Jheriffs clerks more than one 
year * it was enaCted, “ That no perfon whatfoever lhould from

** againft whom any bill of ihdidtmcnt fhould be preferred, and 
** returned ignoramus by the grand jury, for drawing or ingrafting 

of fuch bill of indidtment, or for the juries verdict of ignoramus 
u thereon, under certain penuries therein mentioned yet never-' 
thelefs great fees have been fince taken for recognizances, and 
difcharging the perfon, againft whom fuch bills lb returned igno- 
ramus have been preferred, contrary to the intent and meaning of 
the laid adt : for remedy whereof be it enadted by the authority 
No fees on aforefaid.

W H E it E A S by an adt of Parliament made in this kingdom 

in the fixth year of the reign of her late Majefty Queen $ ec A !j m ** 
Anne, intituled. An act to prevent the diforders that may happen 
by the marching of foldiers , and for providing carriages for the bag- 
gage of foldiers in their march ; it is enadted, “ That fbr every 
** wheel-carr tWo pence per mile, and for every flide-carr one 
k< penny per mile, fhall be paid to the Owndr for ftlch tefpedtive 
** carriages, or his fervant, by the officer or perfon who fhall re- 
‘‘ quire fuch carriage ; and that no wheel-cafr or carriage fhall be 
** laden with above four hundred pounds weight, not any flide— 

“ carr with above two hundred weight ; and that no owner of 
“ fuch carriage fhall be compelled to take any lading, or be forced 
“ to proceed in the march, until he be paid down in hand the 
** aforefaid fums arid whereas if hath been found by experience, Rttestliere ^ 
that the aforefaid rates are not a fufficient fatisfadtion to the in not fuffi- 
owner of fuch carriages, by reafon the price of corn and other c,cnt :

Neceflity of "\ X THERE AS in divers parts of this kingdom of Ireland,- 
epiicopal uni- VV and more efpecially within the provinces of Leinfter, 
ihe church Munfter, and Conaught, there arc many parifhes, the income 
appointed fuf- whereof is fo fmall as not to afford a fupport refpedtively to a 
rain, as no in- diflindl curate or incumbent, and the inhabitants whereof are fo 



pdUbleby° m * ^ ew * n num ^ er and fo poor as not to be able to build up or repair 
law to repair, their refpeftive parifh-churches, and the joining of fuch parifhes 
parift church * n a P er P etu al union is in many cafes found to be impracticable, 
where he . fo that for the prefent remedying of this inconvenience divers 
dwells, &c. arc hbifhops and bifhops are under a neceflity of uniting by an 
archiepifcopal or epifcopal union two or more of fuch parifhes, 
as are contiguous, under one incumbent or curate, and appointing 
one church or chappel within fuch united parifhes to be the place of 
publick worfhip for all the inhabitants dwelling within the fame : 
and whereas no fuch inhabitant can by kw be compelled to con- 
tribute to the repair of any parifh-church, excepting only that of 
the parifh wherein he dwells or occupies land; by reafon whereof 
the churches or chappels fo appointed for many fuch united pa- 
rifhes refpeClively are fuffered to go to ruin, to the great difhonour

That all and every Iheriff or Iheriffs, goaler or keeper of any 
prifon or prifons, in any county, cky, town, and liberty, within this kingdom re- 
fpe&ively, Stall and is or are hereby impowered and required to take and make a 
true, exa&, and perfect lift alphabetically, of the name or names of all and every 
perfon or perfons, who upon the thirtieth day of October in the year one thoufand 
feyen hundred and twenty nine was or were adually prifoner or prifoners in the 
cuftody of any fuch fheriff or Iheriffs, goaler or goalers, or keeper of any prifon

That ah and 
every prifoner and prifoners petitioning to be discharged by this aft fhaB at the 
time of fuch petitioning leave with the jaftice or juftices petitioned a true copy 
of the Schedule containing his intended difeovery,' to be fwom unto at the general or 
quarter-feffions aforefaid ; which copy (hall be tranfmitted to the refpefthre clerks 
of the peace, and there to be feen without fee or reward by any creditor defiring 
the fame. 

XXIV. And be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. That all debtors 
ind others, who were in prifon on or before the thirtieth day of Oftober in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and twenty nine in the Several goals 
of this kingdom for want of paying their fees, rents, charges, or any other de- 
mands due to the keeper or goaler of any prifon refpeftively, or to any other 
Officer, and upon no other account, (halt be discharged, he, file, or they taking the 
oath required by this a£fe to be taken by prifoner s* 

XXV. Protided afafays, and be it enafted by the authority aforefaid. That aB 
fuch Secs, lodging/ chamber-rent, and fums of money advanced for the neceflary 
Support of prifoners in the prifon of the Four court- marfhalfea in Dublin, as (hall 
it due to Eleager Pearfotf and Samuel Pcarfon, the marfhals or keepers of the faid 
(narihalfea, (hall be paid to the faid marfhals by fuch prifoner discharged by this 
a ft j and he and they are hereby authorized and impowered to- demand, receive, 
and take^che lame j any thing in this ad contained to the contrary in any wife 
hot withftanding. 

XXVI. Provided always. That this aft (hall not extend to drfcharge any perfon 
Out of prifon, who (hall ftand charged at the fuit of the crown, or indebted to any 
one perfon in the fum of four hundred pounds beiides intereft and cofts, if any 
fuch creditor, to whom the fum of four hundred pounds or more (hall be owing, 
lhall oppofe the difeharge of fuch prifoner, and (hall infift that fuch prifoner be 
continued in goal* and that then and in fuch cafe fuch creditor or creditors, op- 
pofing the faid prifoner’s difeharge .as aforefaid, fhall at his, her, and their proper 
cbfts and charges allow and pay fuch a weekly maintenance to the faid * prifoner, 
not exceeding two (hillings and four pence per week, in fuch manner as the faid * 
juftices in the general quarter-feffions fhall order and appoint ; and upon nonpay- 
ment of the* fame for the fpace of fix weeks the (aid prifoner upon application to

XXVII. Provided alfo, That every perfon or perfons, intitled or to be intitled 
to the benefit of this a ft, fhall obtain their refpeftive difeharges on or before the 
twenty fifth day of March in the year of otfr Lord one thoufand feven hundred 
and thirty two, or be for ever excluded from all benefit thereof. 

XXVIll. And whereas feveral perfons, who were confined in prifon on thb 
thirtieth day of Oftober one thoufand feven hundred and twenty nine, may have 
been remoVed to fome other prifon by procefs of law : be it enafted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid, That if the goaler of the prifon, wherein any fuch prifofier was con-

fcther matters requited by this aft, to difeharge fuch prifoner as effeftually, as if he 
or fhe had been confined in one and the fame prifon, fuch prifoner fwearing to his 
confinement in two prifons as aforefaid ; any thing in this a ft to the contrary not- 
withftandirig. 

XXIX. And whereas the prifoners of the Four court-marfhalfea, being the pri- 
fon belonging to the fuperior courts, for the moft part contain fuch prifoners, as 
have brought themfelves thither by habeas corpus from other prifons, or have furred- 
dred themfelves into cuftody in difeharge of their bail, which could not be done 
without their own confent and procurement : be it therefore enafted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid. That every perfon, fo coming to the faid prifon either by habeas cor* 
pus or voluntary furrender in difeharge of bail, and being qualified to take the be- 
nefit of this aft in all refpefts acording to the true intent and meaning thereof, 
ihall be difeharged, or intitled to any other benefits arifing thereby, on taking the 
oath that is herein preferibed for each prifoner to take* omitting only the words 
without my confent or procurement, and with refpeft to their being a prifoner or 
prifoners in either of the prifofis above mentioned only \ any thing herein contained 
to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XXX. And whereas it may happen, that feveral perfons, who may claim and be 
intitled to the benefit of this aft, are feized of an eftate tail in any freehold of 
Copyhold, lands, tenements, or hereditaments, which intail with the remainders 
thereupon expeftant they have by law power to defeat and barr either by levying 
a fine or fines, fuffering a common recovery or common recoveries, or by furren- 
der or furrenders thereof, and thereby fuch perfon or perfons faid freehold or 
copyhold, lands, tenements, and hereditaments, fhould be liable to the payment 
Of (heir debts, and be delivered up according to the terms of this aft for the bene- 
fit of their creditors : be it therefore enacted by the authority aforefaid, That in 
every fuch cafe fuch perfon or perfons fo feized as aforefaid, and who (hall be in- 
titled unto, and claim the benefit of, this aft, (hall to all intents and purpofe* 
fchatfoever in the law be deemed and taken, and is and are hereby declared, to be

eftates fubjeft and lyable to mortgages, judgments, or other incumbrances, of to 
reverfions, remainders, or other contingent eftates in lands, tenements, or heredi- 
taments, or to other trufts or interefts in eftates both real and perfonal, which may 
not be fufficiently deferibed or difeovered in the fchedule or inventory before direfted 
to be delivered in upon oath by the prifoner to be difchdrged as aforefaid, or which 
may want his aid or affiftance' to adjuft, make out, recover, or manage for the 
benefit of the creditors : be it therefore provided and enafted by the authority afore-

XXXV. And be it enafted by the authority aforefaid, That cornet Maurice 
Wemys, now a prifoner in the faid Four-court marfhalfca in the city of Dublin, 
(hall be intitled to have the benefit of this aft, and be difeharged thereby, pro- 
vided he conforms to the directions therein preferibed, except as to that part of the 
oath which relates to the time of imprifonment $ any thing herein contained to the 
contrary notwithftanding. 

XXXVI. And to the intent and purpofe that the eftate and effefts of fuch pri- 
foner or prifoners, as (hall be difeharged by virtue of this aft may be truly and 
faithfully applied for the benefit of 'his, her, or their real creditors : be it enafted 
by the authority aforefaid. That it lhall and may be lawful to and for the refpeftive 
courts at Dublin, from whence any procefs iffued, upon which fuch prifoner or pri- 
foners was or were committed, whofe effefts are fo affigned, or, where the procefs 
iffued out of any other court, to and for the judges of the courts of King’s-bench, 
Common-^pfeas, and Exchequer, or any two of them, from time to time upon the

tory of the eftate and effefts of fuch prifoner or prifoners upon oath as aforefaid, 
then and in every fuch cafe the refpeftive aflignees of fuch prifoner or prifoners 
fhall and have hereby power on their part to ftate and allow an account between' 
them, and nothing more (hall be deemed to be veiled in fuch clerk of the peace or 
fuch aflignees as the eftate or effefts of fuch prifoner or prifoners, than what (hall 
appear to be due to him, her y or them refpeftively for the balknce of fuch account, 
when truly dated. 

XXXVIII. Provided atfo, and be it further enafted by the authority aforefaid. 
That this aft,' or any thing therein contained, fhall not extend unto the releafe or 
difeharge of Thomas Grace, now in cuftody of the marfhal of the Four-courts 
Dublin at the fuit of the executors of Henry Lutterell efquire, deceafedf but that 
he the faid Thomas Grace (hall be and continue in goal or fafe cuftody, as if this* 
aft had never been made.

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CHAP. XV* 

An aft for repairing the road leading from the city of Dublin to 
the town of Dunleer in the county of Lowth. 

W HEREAS the highway or road leading from the city of 
Dublin through the towns of Swords; Ballyrothery, Drog- 
heda, and from thence to the town of Dunleer in the county of 
Lowth, by reafon of feveral hollow ways, and of the many and 
heavy carriages frequently palling through the fame, are become 
fo ruinous and bad, that in the winter-feafon many parts thereof 
are impaffable for waggons, carts, carrs, and carriages, and very 
dangerous for travellers, and cannot by the ordinary courfe ap- 
pointed by the laws and ftatutes of this realm be effectually 
mended and kept in good repair: wherefore, and to the intent 
that the faid highways or roads may with convenient Ipeed be 
effectually amended, and hereafter kept in good and fufficient re- 
pair, fo that all perfons may travel through the fame with fafety ; 
be it enaCted by the King’s molt excellent Majefty, by and with 
the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal and 
commons in this prelent Parliament alfembled, and by the autho- 
rity of the fame. That for the better furveying, ordering, amend- 
ing, and keeping in repair the faid highway or road it lhall be 
in the power of his grace the lord primate of all Ireland, hi9 grace
